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Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  cncl  Gcntlenen, 


On  the  whole  figures  presented  in  Section  A,  E A C, 
contain  very  little  on  which  I have  any  comment  to  make,  other  than  that 
in  the  "body  of  the  report. 

During  the  year  considerable  progress  was  nade  in  the 
provision  of  the  essential  services  of  water  rnd  sewerage  in  the  district. 
Chief  among  these  was  the  virtual  completion  and  "bringing  into  use  of  the 
Lizard  mains',  and  the  completion  of  the  various  formalities  needed  for  the 
Minister* s consent  to  Ere. age  extension  water  scheme  of  the  Helston  and 
Porthlevcn  hater  Company*  These  two  schemes  between  then  will  produce  a 
very  considerable  revolution  in  the  lives  of  the  people  whom  they  serve, 
but  they  will  a.lso  bring  about  a.  considerable  problem  for  the  Council  in 
dealing  with  this  volume  of  water  once  it  has  been  used,  and  I 
can  forsce  tha.t  a very  large  amount  of  (5ra.ina.ge  work  will  be  needed  where 
the  flow  of  water  ha.s  been  so  greatly  increased.  I am  glad  to  know  plans 
are  a.lreacly  under  way  for  the  provision  of  the  sewerage  scheme  at  St. 
Keverne,  but  I feel  that  the  provision  of  a similar  scheme  for  the  Ashton 
and  Brcage  district  to  dead  with  the  water  which  will  be  brought  to  that 
area,  by  the  new  extension  is  going  to  be  a natter  of  grea.t  importance. 

The  ground  there,  as  we  have  unf ortunatoly  discovered  on  our  housing 
csta.te  is  not  suitable  for  a soaka.way  scheme,  which  will  necessitate  pro- 
vision of  a sewerage  works  and  a stream  outfall.  I feel  it  is  most 
important  that  the  Council  should  begin  preliminary  wrork  on  acquisition 
of  land  for  any  such  scheme  a.s  I an  quite  sure  that  it  will  be  found  that 
this  area,  will  present  a bigger  problem  in  drainage  than  any  other  in  the 
Dis trict.

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  live 
births  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  as  the  Regis trar  has 
estimated  a very  considerable  increase  in  population,  the  b:Irth 
rate  itself  has  not  increased  greatly,  in  fact  it  appears  to  have 
renained  nore  or  less  steady  for  the  past  three  years* 


Still  Births,  Neo-iTata.1  & infant  Deaths. 


There  eras  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  stillborn 
children  in  1956,  but  there  was  a.  considerable  increase  in  the  deaths 
of  children  under  four  weeks.  It  is  now  common  practice  to  combine 
these  two  figures  and  to  call  then  the  perinatal  morta.lity,  as  it  as 
found  the  same  causes  are  operating  whether  the  children  are  bom 
dead  or  survive  only  a few  hours.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that 
the  perinatal  mortality  in  1956  is  27  whereas  for  1955  when  stall- 
boms  numbered  17  and  the  nco-natal  deaths  numbered  6 the  figure  was 
23.  It  can  be  seen  therefore,  that  there  is  little  difference  in 
the  combined  figures  for  the  two  years.  A further  three  children 
died  before  they  had  reached  the  age  of  1 year  compared  with  4 in

The  day  cover  for  the  district  is  provided  primarily  "by  the  County 
Ambulance  Service  from  the  Redruth  Depot,  which  opor.atcs  A radio  - 
controlled,  ambulances  and.  A utilocons  without  a.  radio.  One  a.dditiona.l 
utiloeon  is  stationed  at  Gunwalloo  and  this  is  under  wireless  control  from 
Redruth.  The  extreme  Las  tom  port  of  Kcrrier,  from  Ponsanooth  to  Budock 
is  under  the  care  of  the  County  Ambulances  based  at  Falmouth. 

By  night,  and  a.t  weekends,  cover  is  provided  by  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  The  Helston  Ambulance  is  on  call  for  the  bulk  of  the  area,  but 
it  is  reinforced  a.s  required  by  ambulances  a.t  Penzance,  St,  Ives,  Hoyle, 
Camborne,  I Hogan,  Redruth  and  Falmouth.

In  1953  for  the  first  tine  in  the  United  Kingdom  a.  vaccine  against 
poliomyelitis  was  produced  for  public  use.  It  was  extensively  tested  both 
for  effectiveness  and  for  safety  and  van  found  to  bo  satisfactory  in  both 
respects* 

It  was  therefore  proposed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  register  the 
names  of  all  children  born  between  1954  end  1 947 > inclusive,  whose  parents 
Y/ishod  then  to  be  immunised  against  poliomyelitis*  This  was  done  by  house 
to  house  visiting  by  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  and  was  extremely 
tine  consuming*  As  a result  of  this  visiting,  out  of  the  total  of  approx- 
imately 7,700  in  the  age  group  the  names  of  1,670,  which  is  about  22/o, 
were  registered*  It  was  thought  at  the  tine  that  this  snail  percentage  was 
due  somewhat  to  the  adverse  results  which  had  arisen  in  America  following 
the  use  of  incompletely  safety  tested  batch  of  vo.ccinc* 

However  a second  chance  was  offered  to  the  parents  of  those  children 
who  had  not  previously  registered  in  1956,  and  of  this  total  of  approx- 
imately 6,000  only  736  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  register. 
The  total  registration  is  therefore  approximately  1 in  3 of  all  children 
in  this  age  group.  D-  ring  the  year  vaccine  was  offered  to  children  born 
in  November  in  the  years  1947  to  1954  and  in  March  in  the  years  1951  to 
1954.

In  Kerrier  2 out  of  2 skin-test-negative  contacts  acc exited  vaccination, 
raid  in  Helston  all  3 such  contacts  consented  to  he  vaccinated. 

This  vaccination  of  contacts  is  an  important  pent  of  control  of  the 
disease  as  by  this  means  we  arc  able  to  prevent  relatives  and  friends  of 
known  cases  from  remining  susceptible  to  the  disease.  This  tends  to 
restrict  the  number  of  people  who  con  be  infected  by  the  disease  and 
gradually  builds  up  a.  wall  of  imimmity  around  each  patient,  thereby  saving 
others  and  at  the  some  time  making  the  patient  loss  likely  to  worry  .about 
ony  xoossible  danger  to  friends  and  relations. 

A further  xaart  is  played  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  in  the  protection  of 
susceptible  children  before  they  leave  school.  (The  figures  for  this  ore- 
found  in  the  next  sot  of  tables).

Works  have  commenced  on  the  construction  of  the 
1,000,000  gallon  reservoir  at  Roskrow  Wood  in  connection  with 
the  Stithians  (1st  Phase)  Scheme,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
tenders  for  the  pipe  laying  contract  will  be  invited  in  the 
near  future. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  Breage/G-ermoe  Scheme,  the 
reservoir  is  being  constructed  and  the  pipe  laying  being  well 
under  way. 


Progress  is  being  made  with  the  Stithians  Impounding 
Scheme,  a joint  Committee  comprising  of  members  of  the  Camborne- 
Redruth  Urban  District  Council,  Truro  Rural  District  Council  and 
Kerrier  Rural  District  Council  has  been  formed  and  Parliamentary 
Agents  are  preparing  the  necessary  Order  etc. 

At  the  final  conclusion  of  the  aforementioned 
Schemes  the  major  parts  of  all  Parishes  within  the  Rural  District 
will  have  a piped  water  supply.

Drainage  and  Sewerage » 

Although  no  major  developments  in  this  sphere  took 
place  during  the  year  under  review,  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  the  Praze  Sewerage  Scheme  fully  lived  up  to  expectations. 
It  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  the  connection 
of  houses  to  the  sewer  continues. 

The  areas  served  to  date  by  sewerage  schemes  are  as 

follows 

MULLI Oil , THE*  LIZARD,  PRAZE  and  COVERAGE, 

Work  on  the  Mabe  Sewerage  Scheme  commenced  during  the 
year  and  it  is  fully  expected  to  be  in  operation  during  the  latter 
part  of  1957* 

The  preliminary  works  on  Constantine  Sewerage  Scheme 
have  been  put  in  hand  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  area  will  be 
sewered  at  an  early  date. 

As  in  previous  years,  and  probably  for  some  years 
to  come,  the  major  part  of  the  District  has  still  to  be  dealt  with 
through  the  medium  of  the  cesspool  emptying  service.  Although  this 
service  was  overloaded  on  many  occasions  during  the  year,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  operators,  these  difficulties  were  readily 
overcome.  At  this  point  I feel  I would  once  more  like  to  put  on 
record  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  steady  service  rendered  by 
the  staff  and  operators  in  order  to  keep  this  service  fully  mobile.

Refuse  Collection, 

As  in  the  previous  year  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
throughout  the  District  has  been  fully  maintained  and  even  extended 
to  include  some  isolated  properties.  If  one  accepts  the  proverb 
’the  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  sating’  then  this  Council  can  be 
reasonably  satisfied  and  sure  that  the  refuse  collection  service  is 
fully  meeting  the  demands  of  the  public  served.  This  is  borne  out 
by  the  fact  that  the  complaints  received  have  been  negligible  during 
the  year. 

The  normal  difficulties  as  regards  tipping  have  been  with 
us  throughout  the  year  but  here  again  these  have  been  overcome, 
although  not  without  some  anxious  moments. 

New  tips  at  Constantine  and  Boscreege  came  into  operation 
during  the  year  and  should  serve  these  two  areas  for  some  years  to 
come.  Negotiations  are  taking  place  to  acquire  a further  tip  at 
Sti thians  which  should  further  solve  our  difficulties  as  regards 
tipping  accommodation.  All  tips  are  developed  on  the  lines  of 
controlled  tipping,  which  of  course  depends  entirely  for  its 
successful  completion  on  the  availability  of  covering  materials. 

These  are  often  scarce  with  the  result  that  tips  are  left  uncovered 
at  times  and  cause  some  nuisance.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced 
during  the  year  due  to  fire  on  the  tips,  but  this  was  never  too 
great  to  prevent  normal  tipping. 

Considerable  time  and  effort  was  expended  in  keeping  the 
tips  free  from  rodents  and  flies.  All  tips  were  regularly  treated 
with  fair  success.
